| year 19135—the last complete year before 
the war—our total consumption of eggs 
and miltry amounted to a wholesale value 
of 1,545. 000, of which £9.000,000 was 
£5, 000. 000 was Irish, and 
£10,596,000 was imported. By the yea: 
1916 this total consump tion had risen to a 
wholesale value of £27,777,000, of which 
£14,400,000 was British, £8,000,000 was 
Irish, and only £5,377,000 was imported
